The second committee met yesterday

The question of (ts admtssibllily 
under the conference mandate was dis- 
cussed. No vote was taken, but an agree- 
ment was arrived at to allow the Ameri- 
cans to present ihelr case in full In the 
afternoon. 
Had a vote been taken Im- 


mediately the Americans ivou'd doubt- 
less have carried their point by a major- 
ity of one or two, and to a\oid ih's a 
resolution was iTOpo^ed recognizing the 
s 


Importance and complexity of the ques- 
tion and re-commending the summoning 
of a special ccnference. 
.At the afternoon sitting of the com- 
mittee M. De Martens of the Russian 
delegation moved a resolution tu that 
effect. .Mr, 
White seconded.' In ihe 


course of a clear und eloquent statement 
of the American case he said the United 
States government had accepted the In- 
vitation to participate in the coiff rcnc-c 
with aclarity because of the oiT nrturhy 
It was expected .the conference wou'd 
afford for preaching the true frflth re- 
garding the Immunity from capture of 
private property nt pea. He admitted, 
however, that the United States govern- 
ment recognized it .would be hopeless to 
expect any decisive result from ihls con- 
ference, owing to three 
causes—first, 


absence of Instructions from powerful 
•governments; second, doubts as to the- 
competence of the conference, and third, 
the length of time necessary for a dis- 
cussion for all of the bearings of the case. 


Mr White fiankly admitted the diffi- 


culties Involved En deciding what con- 
stituted contraband of war, but insisted 
that these supplied one of the best argu- 
ments-for a full and prompt discussion. 
The suffering and losses which etlzur.es 
entailed were Immense, while the effect 
uiK>ti the ultimate result of war was al- 
most nothing.

ronted by selfish considerations.

were eminently practical, he eald, but 
not less' prominently devoted to great 
ideals. This he illustrated by referring 
to,the enormous sacrifices mode during , 
the Civil war and the devotion of the 
Americans to arbitration. But the ques- 
tion" he was urging upon the delegates, 
he asserted, was one of right. Justice and • 
progress for [h'^wKole world, and this all 
Americans' -felt' deeply. Nor could the 
acceptance of the American proposal in- 
jure any, nation. On the contrary, it 
would strengthen all. 


Sir. \Vhlte concluded with an eloquent 


appeal to the Jurists, diplomatlsts'and 
statesmen of al! nations assembled in the 
conference to take the subject under 
careful .consideration, declaring. In the 
words of Count N'esselrode. that "the 
addition of this principle to Interna- 
tional, law would be a crown of glory to 
the world's diplomacy." M. Unhusen of 
the Pulch delegation supported Mr. 
"White, and suggested that the govern- 
ments favcring the Idea should conclude 
treallesamong themselves. 
. Sir Julian Pauncefote said that British 
-cpinlon was divided on the subject, nnrt 
that he hart no Instructions regarding^. 
In his personal opinion, the question was 
outside l*-i scope of the conference. 


M. Bourgeois and Captain Schelne an-, 


nouncpd that; In the absence of instruc- 
tions, they could not vote, 
'. The resolution wag then put and car- 
"ritd wlll-.Diit opposition, but with rei-er- 
vatfcns on the part of Great Britain, 
'France and Russia. 


The committee also adopted a resolu- 


tion that the question of the determina- 
tion of the rights and duties of neutral 
stales should te placed .upon the prc- 
rram of the future conference. 
The 


plenary conference assembled subse- 
quently and accepted all the recommen- 
dations of the comniyee.

heart under a wagon not far away, and 
lie, wounded fatally, hid himself to die 
in the bushes; first wrenching oft'- the 
locks nnd sights of his ritle that the In- 
dians might not nse it. 'I'hc gun was 
found many years later by I)r. Leonard 
and mil to the museum.
